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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/23/2002 
has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The primary reason for allowance of claims 26-35 is that applicant's claimed 
invention includes a liquid jet recording head for ejecting a recording liquid from orifices 
toward a receiving medium comprises a cover plate molded by resin material, the outlet 
port is formed in the cover plate and is tip of the passageways or formed at the opposite 
end of each of the passageways; an opening of the outlet port has a diameter equal to 
or less than 25 |im; and the resin material has a hardness of Rockwell M65 to M120. 
These limitations, expressed in the claimed combination, that are not taught or 
suggested in the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

3. The primary reason for allowance of claim 36 is that applicant's claimed invention 
includes a liquid jet recording head for ejecting a recording liquid from orifices toward a 
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receiving medium comprises an orifice formed of a resin having hardness of Rockwell 
M65 to M 120 and having an opening diameter equal to or less than 25 pirn. These 
limitations, expressed in the claimed combination, that are not taught or suggested in 
the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
